Three Unpublished Items 
in the U.S. Series

1760 Voce Populi Farthing Trial Piece 



The first item is an unreported trial piece of the rare 
1760 Voce Populi farthing (see illustration). The farthing 
dies were stamped twice on a halfpenny sized planchet 
with nearly a 180 degrees rotation between the two im¬ 
pressions. The die variety is Nelson-1, Vlack 1-A, the sec¬ 
ond of the two varieties of this rare denomination to be 
struck. Although the two varieties have long been re¬ 
ferred to as the large letters (N-1) and small letters (N-2), 
the easiest way to distinguish them is by looking at the 
position of the hair bow. On N-1 it is opposite C, on N-2 it 
is opposite the space between OC. Both varieties come 
with the same reverse die (6 harpstrings, A touches harp), 
evidently the only reverse made for this denomination. 

The small letters variety (N-2) was the first struck and 
is excessively rare; Nelson knew of only two specimens; 
the piece on the Nelson plate (The Coinage of Ireland, 
Liverpool, 1905, pg.49, Plate V, No.15), in EF condition 
was auctioned for $5000 in Stack's June, 1973 sale. The 
only other one auctioned in decades was an Uncir¬ 
culated example in Stack's March, 1975 sale. 

The large letters variety (N-1) was struck next in ap¬ 
parently larger quantities, as there are at least 12 known, 
and probably as many as 25 or 30 in all grades. I have 
traced seven different ones auctioned in the past 
decade. The finest is an Uncirculated piece that last ap¬ 
peared in Merkin's June, 1968 sale. Lot 75. The others are 
VF-EF pieces with a couple more worn. The VF-EF coins 
were selling for about $600 each or so in 1976; last 
record for one is Garrett III, Lot 1276, at $1100. As a 
denomination, the farthings are hundreds of times rarer 
than the common halfpennies but have never been fully 
appreciated. 

The treatment of the bust on the farthings closely ap¬ 
proximates the halfpenny variety Nelson-1 (the so-called 
boyish head) and is completely unlike the square-jawed. 


long-nosed busts seen on the later halfpennies. Nelson 
wrote that the boyish head was unpublished before 1905, 
and Dowle and Finn (The Guidebook to the Coinage of 
Ireland, 1969) state that the design may be a pattern. 
Other facts supporting this contention are the extra large 
planchets for this halfpenny variety and the rarity (not 
over 30 pieces known, according to Oklahoma specialist 
Jerry Zelinka (see the Oct., 1976 issue of the Colonial 
Newsletter). The supposition is that the farthings were 
contemporary with these earliest halfpennies, and might 
have all been struck as patterns as well. The halfpennies, 
unlike the farthings, were continued and struck in large 
quantities for circulation. 

I believe that the illustrated piece was struck on a 
halfpenny planchet as a die trial or "set-up" piece; 
perhaps to check the die alignment or the condition of 
the press. Note the same curious die rotation between 
obverse and reverse on both impressions; this also oc¬ 
curs on the regular farthings that 1 have examined. Also 
note the wavy line from chin to throat and the odd 
depressions above the head, which match exactly those 
on regular farthings that I have seen; these have been 
called clash marks, but could be irregularities in the die 
surface, as made. Note also the central granularity on 
the reverse where the design failed to strike up properly; 
this is always seen on the regular issue. Finally note that 
the two impressions are fully on the planchet, making it 
very unlikely this is a simple freak. The piece is sharp 
where struck up but obviously circulated, grading 
perhaps VF-EF. It probably was either carried as a pocket 
piece, or did some time in circulation at the value of a 
halfpenny (note that it is halfpenny size and the farthing 
dies are stamped twice; 1/4d + 1/4d = 1/2d). The coin 
turned up in England a few months ago, and is now in the 
collection of the writer. 
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Possible New Specimen of the 
1787 Excelsior Cent with Indian Reverse 



This is an even more obscure item than the last, and 
research is still continuing on the authenticity of the 
piece (see illustration); this explains the use of the word 
"possible" in the above heading. 

Briefly the story of the discovery of this piece is as 
follows; A specimen came into our possession marked as 
a "Bolen copy." It is true that Bolen struck very decep¬ 
tive copies of this extremely rare coin (less than a dozen 
known originals) and at first glance, the pictured 
specimen seemed to be an obvious Bolen. First it was 
nearly full red, and essentially unworn, and it had a 
thick, partly squared rim and edge typical of mid-19th 
century coins struck in a close collar. But I was bothered 
by the lack of detail in the centers and the presence of 
what looked like die rust; these characteristics were not 
typical of Bolen copies. So I made a mental note to ex¬ 
amine the coin in detail when the opportunity arose. 

About a week later I found some time to study the 
piece. With the help of Richard Kenney's "Struck Copies 
of Early American Coins" (Coin Collector's Journal, 
Jan.-Feb., 1952) and also an article on copies of the 
George Clinton cent by John j. Ford (Coin Collector's 
Journal, Sept.-Oct., 1950), I was able to tell that the piece 
was struck from original dies and therefore could not be 
a Bolen copy. It was obviously not an electrotype or cast 
copy, but a struck coin. 

The weight of the piece, at 165 grains, matches 
perfectly Lot 601 of our Garrett Sale, a strong EF exam¬ 
ple. However a couple of things still bothered me. The 
piece shows much evidence of heavy die rust, especially 
on the Excelsior side, where the arms of New York are 
nearly completely obscured. Die rust of this sort has 
never been seen on any of the known originals, and 
proves that this piece was struck long after the others, as 
a die can only rust when taken out of the press and 
stored. 

The other troublesome feature was the sharpness and 
thickness of the edges, completely unlike those of cop¬ 
pers struck in America in the 1780s. After high-powered 


magnification of the edge itself, I was convinced that the 
coin was struck in a close, tight-fitting edge collar, the 
technology for which was unknown in this country until 
the late 1820s even at the Philadelphia Mint, and prob¬ 
ably the 1840s or 1850s outside of it. 

Dr. George Fuld and myself began to explore the 
possibility that the piece was indeed a restrike from 
original dies, probably made in the 1840s or early 1850s 
by persons unknown. This led to some fascinating 
speculations. The originals were almost certainly struck 
at Machin's Mill, Newburgh, N.Y., from dies made by 
James F. Atlee. They are part of a series of mules struck 
by that facility as patterns for a possible New York state 
coinage that never materialized. If our hypothesis is cor¬ 
rect, the dies must have been in existence as late as 1840. 
Moreover, if the piece is indeed a restrike, the possibility 
is strong that more than one copy was produced. Where 
are the others? We first thought that perhaps a few of the 
pieces heretofore classified as originals might have the 
same characteristics as our piece. But through the ef¬ 
forts of our friend John J. Ford and a group of east coast 
collectors, most of the known originals were gathered 
together, examined, and photographed, and none of 
them had rusted dies or the squared edges. 

Another possibility is that a few more pieces now 
labelled as Bolens, may turn out to be from the original 
dies with the characteristics of our piece. After all, this 
was the assumed origin of the present piece, and we 
have no idea how long it was passed around as a Bolen. 
Here is one of the great ironies of the situation: It is com¬ 
monplace for a Bolen copy to be passed off as the real 
thing; but here we have the reverse situation where a 
coin of original dies was passed off as the Bolen copy! 
We suggest that collectors possessing Bolen copies of 
this or any other Machin's pattern get them out and 
carefully examine them, or send them to us for examina¬ 
tion. Research is continuing on this extraordinary item 
and it is our hope that a more comprehensive report can 
be published soon. 
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1838 Half Dollar Struck Over 1798 Cent 



The third item consists of two impressions from the 
regular dies of the 1838 half dollar (Gobrecht's capped 
Liberty with regular eagle, HALF DOL. below and larger 
lettering in legend than on the 1836-37 dies) struck in 
copper over a 1798 large cent. The edge is plain; either 
this was struck without a collar or the large cent "plan- 
chet" was too small to receive an impression from it 
This piece was part of the Virgil Brand estate when that 
collection was appraised by B. G. Johnson of St. Louis in 
the 1930s (appraised value was supposedly $10). It is now 
owned by John J. Ford who has consigned it for sale in 
our Oct., 1982 auction. It is completely unlisted in both 
Judd and Taxay. 

The origin of this piece will never be known complete¬ 
ly, but it is possible to make an educated guess, piecing 
together the available facts. First it is very unlikely this is 
a simple mint error as it is a compound of four indepen¬ 
dent errors: 1) Struck in copper over 1798 cent; 2) Edge 
not reeded; 3) Half dollar dies with two impressions; and 
4) Obverse and reverse half dollar dies rotated nearly 90 
degrees to right from normal alignment in both impres¬ 
sions. The probability of all of these errors happening 
simultaneously by accident is the product of the proba¬ 
bilities of any one of them happening singly, and must be 
very close to zero. 

Secondly, it is not very likely that this is a piece de 
caprice made inside the mint as a souvenir or for sale to 
collectors. If so, it would have been made later than 
1838, possibly after 1858 when such pieces got really 
popular. It is known that many of the pattern 1838 half 
dollars were extensively restruck, however none of them 
comes muled with the regular obverse die; one suspects 
that were a regular obverse die available in these later 
years it would have been imaginatively muled. Also the 
present piece is imperfectly struck over an old large 
cent, hardly the sort of thing that would have attracted 
the attention of pattern collectors of the day. We cannot 


find any trace of die rust on the half dollar impressions, 
something one would expect on a late restrike. However 
half dollar strikes over large cents are known for many of 
the capped bust halves before 1836. Many of these are 
simply counterfeits from copy dies, but one in the 1976 
ANA sale. Lot 3715 is struck over an 1844 cent (this is 
curiously listed as a "mint error" in Judd) proving that 
this kind of thing did happen. 

Thirdly, the possibility that this is an illegal restrike 
made outside of the Mint in the nature of the 1804 or 
1823 cent restrikes must be discussed. This seems very 
unlikely: we again point out the absence of die rust (all 
of the dies sold by the Mint as scrap were heavily rusted); 
also private restrikes of this kind were not doubly struck 
with self-cancelling impressions, and were always struck 
in a closely fitting edge collar to protect the dies from 
shattering. 

The most likely possibility is that the piece is a 
legitimate die trial or "set-up" piece, used to test die 
alignment or spacing. Die trials were nearly always made 
in base metals; often lead or other soft alloys were used. 
On the other hand a set-up piece could be made in any 
base metal available, and it is very easy to imagine the 
press operator in 1838 taking a worn 1798 cent out of his 
pocket for this purpose. The fact that the obverse die is 
rotated 90 degrees relative to the reverse on both impres¬ 
sions lends credence to this theory. The wear seen on the 
piece after striking could have been obtained by it being 
carried around as a pocket piece, perhaps by the press 
operator who made it, or the Coiner. As noted above, we 
think this explanation is most likely, followed distantly 
by possibility two; the other possibilities seem extremely 
unlikely. The value of this piece will be determined when 
it comes up for bidding in our Oct. 1982 auction, but we 
point out that the 1832 half dollar in copper realized 
$600 in the 1976 ANA sale in a very poor market for pat¬ 
terns.

Pieces of this calibre were selling in the 
$3000 to $4000 range as late as a year ago; here is an opportunity to 
acquire this coin, the most historic ever struck in America at a price 
that will never be lower 1250.00 

1688 Plantation token. Tin. 1/24 real = one farthing. Uncirculated, 
strictly unworn, but dark and with some "tin pest" type corrosion on 

either side.275.00 

1722 Rosa Americana penny. U's in legends on both sides; single rosette 
in reverse legend. Die lump between CR; NA of CANA joined solid 
at bases. VC, smooth dark steel.125.00 



1722 Rosa Americana penny. Same type as last but different dies: 
CRATIA widely spaced, REX close; N in CANA recut. About Uncir¬ 
culated plus, claims to full Mint State, and really as nice as is ob¬ 
tainable, much original mint yellow, the color pieces of this bath 


metal alloy are supposed to have when they are really new. Extra 
sharp, square edges. A twin to Carrett, Lot 1241 at $2500 and 
possibly finer, as this is better defined at the borders. All Rosa
